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DeSousa: Going Underground 
Would Save Trees 


Mattapoisett Tree Committee

Public meetings in Mattapoisett rarely require 
overflow rooms to accommodate attendees, but such was 
the case when the Mattapoisett Tree Committee held its 
February 29 meeting. The Fire Station training room was 
packed, requiring Town Administrator Mike Lorenco 
to open up Town Hall. A streaming of the meeting via 
Zoom granted those audience members audio and video 
coverage. 

Tree Committee Chairman Sandy Hering 
expressed her delight at the turnout, giving validation 
to her belief that townspeople wanted and needed more 
details on the proposed village streets project. 

The project, now heading towards the 25% 
design as required by Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation, is on the 2026 TIP list for state and federal 
funding. However, the Tree Committee believes the loss 
of old oaks and other mature trees that line the waterfront 
area would be a “tragedy.” Hering said several times 
during the meeting that the removal of trees to comply 
with state and federal regulations would change the 
character of the village area for a lifetime. 

The information offered was detailed in scope, 
outlining specific trees that would be slated for removal, 
width of sidewalks for ADA compliance, location of new 
sidewalks and where new trees would be planted. 

Presenters for the evening (including Hering) 
were Bonne DeSousa, Carlos DeSousa and committee 
member Dianne Tsitsos. While Hering carried the bulk of 
information to the attendees, Carlos DeSousa spoke to a 
redesign of the project that would include underground 
conduits for electrical and network cables. He asserted 
that by placing these utilities underground, the need 
to remove so many trees (some 30 at last count) would

be mitigated, shade canopies would be untouched and 
critical services would become more viable during storm 
events. 

Tsitsos shared images of the village area in 
full summer mode with events being enjoyed where 
sidewalks currently exist and shade trees are in full, leafy 
bloom. 

Noting that the Fire Station planning and 
associated costs had necessitated the inclusion of a 
steering committee to navigate all the moving parts, 
Hering wondered aloud why a steering committee had 
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not been put in place for a project with such wide-ranging 
impact. 

Hering also stated that public hearings under the 
jurisdiction of the Planning Board regarding the fate of 
each and every tree currently tagged for removal should 
be scheduled. In a follow-up with Lorenco, he stated that 
the Scenic Streets Bylaw will require the trees scheduled 
for removal to follow the tree-removal process of public 
hearings. 

Rising to speak once questions and answers 
began was Select Board member Tyler Macallister, 
providing a timeline of how the project has progressed 
thus far and the need to move the project along to the 
final funding stages. 

Pointing out the number of public meetings 
the project has undergone, 20, that began in 2014, 
Macallister said that since April 2021 there had been six 
public meetings not including this one. He said that the 
November 2016 Town Meeting approved the spending of 
$300,000 for the project’s engineering and permitting and 
again during the May 2021 annual Town Meeting another 
$450,000 to reach 75% design. 

Macallister further noted that original estimates 
for the project had been around $4,500,000 but now were 
closer to $11,000,000. From prepared notes, Macallister 
stated, “The average annual debt impact (should the 
town decide to pay for the project from borrowing) would 
be approximately 35 cents on the tax rate, which would 
calculate to approximately $257.48 for the average single- 
family home. Over 20 years, the taxpayer would pay 
$3,862.” Culvert replacements have also impacted total 
cost estimates. 

Regarding underground conduits, Macallister 
said that Eversource is unwilling to entertain that option 
due to the high costs, some, if not most would be passed 
along to the town. 

In the beginning, 2014, the seed was planted for 
the village streets project. Concerns and considerations 
resulting for aging gas and water lines propelled the town 
and the then-sitting Select Board of Paul Silva, Jordan 
Collyer and Macallister to explore design and funding 
options for the large road-improvement project. Mike

stations did stories about him. He even made the national 
news.

Who Will Care for Me When I’m Old and Gray? 
What Does The Doctor Say?

Every day, 12,000 Americans turn 65. In 2022, 
58,000,000 were over 65 - 17% of the population — and 
estimates are that by 2040, seniors will make up 22% of 
the population. 

While most people over 65 are healthy, as we age 
illnesses and frailty become increasingly common, and 
growing numbers need at least some care in their daily 
lives. How do they get that care? 

Unlike many other western countries, the United 
States has no organized program to help seniors who are 
unable to live and function independently. In many cases, 
particularly for those over 80, the choices come down to 
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placement in a nursing home or a lot of help at home to 
allow them to avoid that dreaded option. 

Many elders and their families are surprised to 
learn that Medicare does not pay for anything but short- 
term rehabilitation, either for nursing-home stays or home 
healthcare. If you have a hip replaced, Medicare will 
cover a week or so at a rehab facility and a few weeks of 
home physical therapy and visiting nurses, but if you are 
simply too frail and sick to live independently, you are on 
your own. 

Long-term care insurance is available, but it is 
very expensive and frequently does not cover the full cost 
of nursing homes or extensive home care. 

To get the care needed at home, home health 
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aides are available, but this “system” is full of problems. 
Such care is generally provided through agencies that hire 
and vet the aides. They charge the patient a lot and pay 
the aides very little. Most home health aides get minimum 
wage for very demanding work, resulting in a huge 
turnover. Why lift and clean an elder when you can earn 
the same hourly wage at McDonald’s? 

In the end, it often falls to family members to 
provide needed care, difficult at best when families are 
scattered around the country and often trying to hold 
down a job while assisting their parent(s.) 

Medicaid will pay for nursing home care, but 
to be eligible, the recipient must spend down most of 
their assets and become impoverished. They cannot give 
away assets to their family — this is carefully scrutinized. 
Moreover, Medicaid rates are generally so low that you 
will not find many “upscale” homes willing to take you. 

What can you do? Don’t get old. Seriously, one 
important factor is to stay as fit as you can to avoid the 
need for help. While exercise increases longevity, its more 
important benefit is to keep you independent longer. 

If you can afford it, investigate long-term care 
insurance. Be very careful in reading the policy and 
assessing the likelihood that the policy will cover your 
needs. 

While you are healthy, begin to make your home 
more “aging-friendly.” Get grab bars in the shower, 
railings on all stairs, better handles on doors and cabinets 
and put shelves lower. 

Write to your state and federal legislators and 
ask them to start working on a plan, either at the state 
or national level, to improve the care we offer our frail 
elders. Part of any such plan must include better pay for 
home health aides to encourage people to make this a 
career.

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FY25 Capital Planning 
Mattapoisett Select Board

On March 4, the Mattapoisett Capital Planning 
Committee, chaired by Mike Dahill, presented the Select 
Board with the town’s FY25 plan. 

Dahill began his presentation by first stating that 
the biggest expense the town is facing is the upgrades 
project required at the Fairhaven Sewer Plant. While final 
cost estimates are still being calculated ($8,000,000), Dahill 
said that grant funding was being sought, thus bringing 
the town’s share a bit lower. 

Under the Water and Sewer Enterprise Funds 
for FY25 are sums earmarked for a new Water and Sewer 
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headquarters building. Under the Water Enterprise, 
$2,100,000 plus another $900,000 from the Sewer 
Enterprise is planned for that construction project. 

The Waterfront Enterprise Fund will cover costs 
of $25,000 for a new stretcher (with another 50% coming 
from the Police Department.) Also, $25,000 will be 
allocated for docks and floats and $10,000 for a pump-out 
engine. 

There are 19 non-enterprise-fund, capital needs 
being requested. Those are: $360,000 new ambulance, 
ambulance stretcher $40,000, fire-helmet replacements 
$11,000, fire hose replacements $18,000; Highway 
Department Ford F250 Pick-up truck (2007) $75,000; 
annual road improvements $300,000, Center and 
Old Hammondtown schools paging servers $65,800, 
replacement pump for Fire Department truck $8,000, 
Town Hall exterior trim painting $50,000, Highway 
Department exhaust fan $10,000, Old Hammondtown and 
Center schools water-heater replacements $36,000, library 
elevator upgrade $25,000, Pine Island culvert design and 
engineering $130,000, Center School fire doors replace and 
repair $26,000, Center School window-seal replacements 
$20,000 and Old Hammondtown School VCT flooring 
replacement $25,000. 

Enterprise requests total $11,060,000, and 
nonenterprise needs are $1,224,800. 

Dahill said the committee is awaiting Old 
Rochester Regional Junior and Senior high schools’ capital 
needs but indicated the list would be substantial. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
was not announced upon adjournment. 


OPM Request Met with Scrutiny 
Rochester Select Board

Rochester’s Select Board Monday rejected Public 
Safety Building Committee Chairman Arnold Johnson’s 
request to hire an owner project manager with $140,000 
of American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) funds, preferring 
to learn first what exactly an OPM would accomplish for 
them at this stage of the project to combine, replace or 
rehab the town’s space-challenged police and fire stations. 
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Johnson said his committee, which recently 
received the project’s feasibility study, wants to take the 
next step by using the ARPA funds for an OPM with 
the expertise to evaluate design and cost options for the 
rehab/replace plans being proposed. 

Select Board member Brad Morse did not agree 
with this plan. He said he wants to recommend putting 
this expense before town voters for their approval first, 
noting the town doesn’t even have a specific replace or 
rehab plan yet. “This is putting the cart before the horse,” 
said Morse. 

Johnson responded that the committee can’t do 
any more evaluating of the feasibility study’s conclusions 
until it gets an OPM’s expertise. However, fellow Select 
Board member Adam Murphy agreed with Morse. “I 
think voters will question this,” Murphy said. 

A resident added to the pushback by noting 
the town has yet to share the feasibility study with the 
public. “To hire a project manager is way premature,” 
he said. Very cart before the horse. There has been zero 
communication with the townspeople.” 

Johnson countered that the feasibility study 
has been discussed in open meetings, televised on local 
cable and reported in the press. “We are doing our due 
diligence,” he said. “To bring a big number to town 
voters in the past was a waste of time. We just need to get 
a better next step this time. No one’s disrespecting the 
voters. I’m not against bringing this to the voters.” 

The Select Board concluded discussion by 
tabling a decision, after Murphy moved to have Town 
Administrator Glenn Cannon put together information on 
what an OPM does and what that person would be doing 
in this case. “For $140,000?” Murphy said. “We don’t even 
know what we'd be getting for that.” 

In other action Monday, the board opened the 
warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, which it noted is 
scheduled for May 13. The warrant will remain open until 
Friday, March 22. 

The board appointed police officers Connor 
Leddin and Austin Alves for detail work at the March 5 
Presidential Primary election. 

Cannon reported that the transfer station site 
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assignment request should be available for signing at the 
March 18 Select Board meeting. 

Cannon reported the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council has received a $5,800 grant for its dispersal this 
year. 

On February 27, the Select Board met briefly and 
approved spending $1,300,000 of ARPA funds on town 
priorities. 

Prior to the vote, Cannon explained to Select 
Board Chairman Paul Ciaburri and Murphy, who were 
present in person, and Morse, who was attending via a 
telephone link, that by March 1 the Plymouth County 
commissioners need an estimate of what the town wants 
to spend its ARPA funds on. If those funds aren’t spent by 
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the town by the end of the year, they will be reallocated 
for other county priorities. 

The board swiftly approved forwarding to 
Plymouth County the memo that allocates $1,309,227.77 
of ARPA funds for the following town needs: new 
ambulance at $384,000, Revenue Loss Allocation 
$218,226.35, Technical Upgrades $250,000, Overtime 
Reimbursement $150,00, Emergency Services Power 
Stretcher $30,262.46, two Defibrillators $4,938.98, COVID 
tests $5,000 and Dispatch/jail-cell doors $100,000. 

The last item became this designation after 
Murphy noted it is uncertain whether police cell doors, 
the initial intent for that amount, would qualify for ARPA 
funding, which must be related to the negative financial 
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impacts of the COVID pandemic and public health 

and safety needs. Murphy suggested adding dispatch- 
center costs to this item, as the town will need its own 
equipment should the regional dispatch center Rochester 
now relies on ever shuts down. Cannon said he will 
research further as to whether cell doors will so qualify 
for these funds. 

The technical-upgrades priority will be spent on 
new radios and radio repeaters for the Fire Department, 
said Chief Scott Weigel. Officials previously reported that 
$216,413 of ARPA funds would be used to acquire digital 
radios; this amount is in the new $250,000 sum. Overtime 
Reimbursement will be for the costs paid during COVID 
for employees who had to work in the office despite the 
pandemic. 

Rochester was initially awarded $1,021,846.89 in 
total ARPA funds. Cannon explained in a later interview 
that the county asked the town to calculate extra funding 
into its estimate in case a reallocation of funds occurs. 

The Rochester Select Board set its next meeting 
for Monday, March 18, at 6:00 pm at the Senior Center, 67 
Dexter Lane. 


Capital Requests Rearranged 
Marion Select Board

The Marion Select Board is rearranging the lists of 
FY25 capital requests as recently presented by the Capital 
Improvements Planning Committee. 

On Tuesday night, Town Administrator Geoff 
Gorman told the Select Board that the requests presented 
in two basic categories — those relating to the Department 
of Public Works versus anything else — could for the 
board’s consumption be further divided, separating out 
Sewer and Water requests. 

A Hazard Mitigation program grant from 
FEMA, said Gorman, will effectively takes the Creek 
Road Pumping Station out of the capital equation. Citing 
positive feedback from DPW personnel, Gorman said, 
“We do anticipate 100% grant funding for the station.” 

In summarizing other sewer-related projects, 
Gorman said the North Well on Perry Hill is in the 
wetlands and will need capital to construct an access road. 
Board member Norm Hills asked if the item might require 
application to the Rochester Conservation Commission. 

Other water-related capital needs include 
funding for four generators at the Marion-owned wells, 

a replacement of the Island Wharf water main that also 
feeds Bardon’s Boat Yard. 

Gorman folded Highway Department needs into 
the projects requiring assistance from the General Fund 
because it has no enterprise fund. 

He then summarized a 21-item list, finishing 
with two items that were not submitted in time for 
consideration by the CIPC before the committee made its 
rankings and reported to the Select Board. 
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The two items not included in the CIPC report 
were Town House security at the main entrance doors at 
$50,000 and $19,322 to upgrade harbor radios to digital. 

The paving of the Cushing Community Center 
parking lot estimated at $1,800,000 for construction 
(the design is several years old but “complete”) was 
recommended by Parker to be held “until the 44 acres in 
back are decided.” 

Gorman said that removal of the request for a 
patrol boat, which would cost from $750,000 to $800,000 
(from the Waterways Account or as a debt exclusion) 
is possible but said that patrol-boat grants are “very 
competitive.” 

The Select Board has two more meetings (March 
19 and April 2) to finalize the warrant. Parker said the 
board could vote in all the requests and then retract their 
inclusion, mitigating the deadline. 

Marion is estimating a 5% increase in the Old 
Rochester Regional School District budget for FY25. 

Finance Director Heather O’Brien reported that 
the town has maintained its AAA bond rating. 

A 6:00 pm Pole Hearing with N-Star Electric 
Company (dba Eversource Energy) covering the 
installation of 44 feet of conduit and two handholes on 
Front Street raised questions from resident electrician 
Randy Parker. The plan is for new underground service 
and the removal of overground service, including a pole. 

Parker asked N-Star representative Faye 
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Sweatman where the transformer would be located, 
noting from a site visit a large house on Front Street with 
a 400-amp service and another with a 200-amp service. 
He also noted that the pole has already been installed. 
Sweatman said the plan is to run underground wire pole 
to pole. 

“T love the underground, a little more detail 
would be good. We need to know if there’s going to be 
a transformer there and if it'll be a pole mount or a pad 
mount,” said Parker. 

While Sweatman assured the board she would 
seek and report answers to Parker’s questions, Marion 
resident George TJ Walker was on hand in hopes of 
getting answers to questions he had about three poles 
on Point Road that are leaning. Walker considers 
them dangerous and said he put in two calls to each 
organization with no result. 

“No one knows who owns them,” said Walker. “If 
it falls over, there’s no guidewires and it’s leaning. There’s 
a lot of wires up there.” 

Parker clarified that while Eversource has rights 
to all utility poles in Marion, Verizon is the “pole setter” 
and owner. Parker then added that the pole located 
in front of the Police Department on Route 6 opposite 
Benson Brook Road is in similar condition. “That one’s 
really listing,” he said. 

Walker will meet with Gorman and give him pole 
numbers. “This will be an education for me too,” said 
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Gorman. 

The public hearing was continued to March 19 at 
6:15 pm. 

Tom Farrell represented the Holmes Woods Forest 
Stewardship Plan in an appointment to bring the Select 
Board up to date on the grant-funded bird habitat. In 
reviewing the forest's history, Farrell noted some facts and 
made recommendations for the forest’s health. 

Three decades after a 1902 donation and 
maintenance as a forest, two hurricanes demolished the 
forest, and the town invested ina replanting featuring red 
pine. Farrell said that until 2010 and 2017, not much had 
been done and by then the red pine died out completely. 
He said the tree was “not really in its home range” and 
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“never thinned out.” It got to a point where the root 
systems got big, stressed out and more susceptible to 
disease and insects. 

Crowded trees, he said, do poorly, while a thinner 
planting allows the sun to work more effectively. Farrell 
said he worked with forester Bill Benjamin, and the white 
pines that were thinned out “started really exploding into 
that sunlight.” 

Noting the trees’ resiliency, Farrell recommended 
removing some of the smaller trees to make more room 
for more vigorous trees. The more diversity in tree 
species, he said, the better for birds and also in resisting 
disease. 

Norm Hills asked Farrell for advice on invasive 
species. 

Farrell advised against chemicals such as 
RoundUp and recommended manually cutting and 
pulling the plants. “Some of those who pull, pull, pull, 
they do have some results,” he said. “If you can’t remove 
the invasives, just cutting them when they start to fruit 
and flower, (helps because it keeps insects away). 

“Really, you’re identifying the most vigorous trees 
out there and just removing the little stuff around it.” 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Gorman said 
the new Harbormaster building’s pillars are in progress 
and publicly credited Building Commissioner Bob Grillo 
for support on the project. 

Bid documents for the new DPW building are 
complete and posted; general bids are due on March 
28. Gorman says Marion has received 21 requests for 
documents. 

The Police Accreditation visit was a success, 
said Gorman, referencing a February 29 site review 
resulting in “zero repair work.” The next step will be 
approval of those results by the state Police Accreditation 
Commission. Gorman publicly credited Lieutenant Jeff 
Habicht for his preparation effort and the department, 
noting that the facilitators said Marion “made it easy 
because they do the right things every day.” 

Gorman reported that MassDEP is considering 
regulation revisions for waterways, including elevation 
of new development areas in coastal floodplains, etc. 
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Comments are open until April 30; Gorman said he is 
attending sessions and will bring back feedback for a 
town comment. 

Gorman also reported that the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition has received grant funding that will result in the 
replacement of two culverts on Delano Road to be done in 
conjunction with the Marion DPW. 

“We've been waiting to do that fora long time,” 
said Parker. 

Longtime Rochester Water Commissioner Fred 
Underhill attended the meeting and noting his age (85), 
said he is not sure how much longer he will be involved 
in public service. 

Underhill encouraged the Marion Select Board to 
“please keep the lines of communication with Rochester 
open. ... I’ve been through three periods when, at least 
from Rochester’s standpoint, things weren’t working 
very well. When you're doing anything out there, 
(communication) helps solve any rumor mills.” 

The board approved a Bond Anticipation Note 
(BAN) Renewal for various approved debt projects. 
Parker thinks the town should reconsider bonding a 
septic betterment loan. 

“Maybe there’s some grant funding out there, 
I’m not sure this is a good idea,” he said, noting the 
importance of what would happen should a property be 
sold. 

Gorman said he will review the contract. 

“T think it’s a great idea, but I don’t think we 
should bond it with what we normally bond. There’s got 
to be some other money out there,” said Parker, asking, 
“... how are we going to get our money back? I think we 
can sort it out. I’m not crazy about bonding the taxpayers’ 
money against septic.” 

The board also approved a Motion of Intentions 
to discontinue Wells Road (portion) as a Town Way. 

This action is meant to support further commercial 
development on area properties. Gorman said the 
abutters’ attorney is working to get an easement in place 
for the four-part plan to convey the land to the abutters, 
hold a 45-day comment period to the Planning Board; 
see if Town Meeting will authorize the Select Board to 
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negotiate with the abutters and get legal easements in 
place. 

Gorman said there is no pressure to get this 
process to the May 13 Annual Town Meeting, but he said 
if the town can arrive at a compensation agreement, that 
would be in the warrant article. 

The board approved the reappointments of 
Kristen Saint Don-Campbell to the Marion Cultural 
Council, Randy Parker as wiring inspector and Stephen 
Dixon as alternate wiring inspector. 

The board approved a special one-day alcohol 
beverage license for ICJ Corporation for an August 17 
(3:00 pm to 9:00 pm) wedding at the Marion Music Hall 
where 50 guests are expected. 
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The board approved Water/Sewer commitments 
of $150 (water service January 10) and $740.31 (final 
readings February 27) but held off from voting on a Water 
& Sewer Abatement Policy. The board intends to vote at 
its next meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Tuesday, March 19, at 6:00 pm at the Town 
House Annex meeting room. 


Fieldstone Abutters Concerned for Future 
Marion Planning Board

The backside abutters living on Olde Sheepfield 
Road came out to Monday night’s Marion Planning 
Board meeting to weigh in on Arnie Johnson’s expansion 
proposal for Fieldstone Market on Route 6. 

Given the floor during the public hearing, some 
abutters rejected elements of the expansion plan itself, 
but more abutters seemed to be primarily concerned 
about what would happen should Johnson someday sell 
his store. One abutter wondered aloud what would stop 
7-Eleven from someday buying Fieldstone. 

(Johnson told the meeting his son is going to 
graduate this spring from Bentley University and plans to 
commit to the family business.) 

“Really our concern is process. People make 
mistakes, and I think this really needs to be looked at,” 
said Marion resident Jim Albani, 36 Olde Sheepfield Road. 
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“Look, we don’t want to stop this ... we just want to make 
sure the process is done legally and to the fullest extent 
of the law. We just want to make sure the next guy who’s 
not an Arnie Johnson ... let’s make sure we’re doing this 
right.” 

Hinting at his role as chairman of the Rochester 
Planning Board, Johnson insisted he is committed to 
the public-vetting process but also cautioned Marion 
residents suggesting he apply for a variance with the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

“ZBA’s set precedent, planning boards don’t. 
They judge on what's in front of them,” said Johnson. “If I 
have to go to the ZBA, I will, but the ZBA sets precedent, 
and that may make it difficult for the town (to limit a 
future expansion proposal).” 

The Marion Planning Board had much to digest 
before voting to continue the case to its March 18 meeting 
(7:10 pm), at which time Johnson will receive his final 
answer regarding Town Counsel’s advice on the single 
zoning issue that would allow him time to apply to the 
ZBA. The project at large will presumably need multiple 
sessions of vetting in the continued public hearing. 

The application filed by Johnson Family 
Investments includes major site-plan review for 
expansion at Fieldstone Farms, 806 Mill Street (Route 6), 
Map 17 Lots 12 and 15A (zoned Residence C). 

Presenting on Johnson’s behalf was Bill Madden of 
G.A.F. Engineering, who summarized the plan for a 
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2,044 square-foot building expansion, the absorption of 
a neighboring lot that his attorney Doug Troyer of Pierce 
Atwood LLP explained would dissolve that 812 Mill 
Street, a residence, into 806 and automatically rezone the 
land so that it could play a role in the expansion of the 
41,000 square-foot site. 

The building expansion will include 1,500 square 
feet of additional retail floor space and 500 square feet of 
additional storage. 

Conditions of major site-plan review as decided 
by the board in November 2023 granted waivers on an 
environmental assessment and a traffic study. Madden 
said he has not issued revisions to the plans submitted 
on February 7, preferring to get the Planning Boards to 
minimize the number of revisions. 

“We understand there have been a few comments 
raised by a few neighborhood groups,” he said, noting the 
acquisition of 812 Mill Street, adjacent property formerly 
owned by Carl and Karen Correia. 

The plan is to submit an Approval Not Required 
application to combine the two lots but not until “we 
have some certainty that the project is going to meet with 
Planning Board approval as we think it should and will,” 
said Madden. 

Madden said original plans to seek a variance 
from the ZBA to exceed the allowable amount of parking 
spaces have been changed. “Our feeling was we’re going 
to have a tough time with that variance so we’re looking 
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at alternatives.” 

As a result, the new parking lot would consist 
in part of a porous, recycled asphalt product (RAP), 
providing just under the 40% threshold triggering the 
need for a variance. This will also alter how drainage from 
the site is accomplished. 

Madden said a large portion of stormwater will 
be under that parking lot and that the erosion control 
barrier will allow no sediment to be washed off the 
parking lot and into the system. 

Alterations to the original concept, Madden said, 
has cut down tree-clearing. “We feel that the tree line is 
substantial and not in need of supplemental plantings,” 
he said. 

The existing transformer and electrical on the site 
will be upgraded. 

Planning Board Chairman Tucker Burr struggled 
with the “merger doctrine” and the ANR scenario and 
its zoning implications as outlined by Troyer. Calling the 
nonconformities a “giant elephant in the room,” Burr 
saw a nonconforming use spreading and asked, “what's 
stopping this from every single lot ...?” 

Troyer argued that Johnson’s plan will, in the end, 
be less nonconforming. Alluding to the former restaurant 
at the Fieldstone site, Troyer described the permit to 
continue a preexisting legal use. 

“It’s our opinion that the site is operated as 
a market. They’re not changing that use, they’re not 
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expanding that use,” he said, arguing that the plan 
actually mitigates the existing nonconformities because 
the absorption of 812 Mill Street by 806 (Fieldstone) will 
make the activity more conforming to the space provided. 

“They’re not increasing any nonconformities at 
all. They’re actually making the nonconformity better,” he 
said. “It’s basically ... legal retail use ... not increasing the 
quality, character or degree. And there’s no adverse effect 
on the neighborhood.” 

Along with some of the neighbors themselves, 
board members needed more convincing. 

“Their concern remains, what's going to stop 
Mr. Johnson from attaching another lot and turning this 
Residence C area into commercial property?” asked board 
member Eileen Marum. “The residents need a reassurance 
that they’re not going to be living in a commercial area.” 

Acknowledging “two very well-written letters” 
that Marum had referenced, Troyer asserted that no 
zoning change is needed to execute the plan as proposed. 

Resident Dina Nichols, while praising Johnson for 
his store and commitment to the community, told of her 
consultation with an attorney that she said had served as 
town counsel in multiple Massachusetts municipalities 
and gave her a very different interpretation of the law 
where it concerns the ANR plan and its implication on 
zoning. 

Member Andrew Daniel asked if Town Counsel 
had advised the board on the zoning issue. Town Planner 
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Doug Guey-Lee said the board solicited an opinion from 
Town Counsel. 

Johnson would later speak and inform anyone 
who hadn’t known that he in fact sought these opinions 
himself through the town’s Building Department in order 
to most efficiently set his application in motion. 

Drawing again on his experience serving on the 
Rochester Planning Board, Johnson added that the Marion 
Planning Board can condition an approval against further 
expansion. 

Madden added that Johnson has funded a 53G 
account for site-plan review. 

The public hearing was continued to March 18 at 
7:10 pm. 

After hearing from Representative Jennifer 
Jones during a public hearing, the board voted to send 
FSJ Holdings LLC’s application for a zoning change 
from General Business District to Residence E at 207-215 
Wareham Road (Route 6) to the warrant for the May13 
Annual Town Meeting. 

Citing the last Open Space Plan sustainability and 
coastal resiliency, Open Space Acquisition Commission 
Chairman John Rockwell was critical of the plan. 

“I don’t see how that helps to rezone land in the 
coastal flood plain for high-density housing. It would be 
better to find spots for high-density housing where there 
is not flooding now or likely later,” said Rockwell. “You 
want to create a situation where to manage ... that’s not 
done by increasing the density in these areas.” 

Rockwell’s comments apparently had more 
influence on the board’s disposition toward the town’s 
proposed Zoning Bylaw Amendment to add Article XX 
(Chapter 230-20, Stormwater Management) necessary to 
ensure compliance with the national discharge system. 
Approval would put the proposal on the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting on May 13. 

Rockwell said that while EPA requires towns 
to have a MS4 plan, including a stormwater bylaw, “it 
doesn’t have to be this stormwater bylaw,” he said, 
advising against imposing the bylaw as proposed “on 
everyone in town.” Rockwell said the bylaw does not 
address bacteria or control nitrogen. “You have to look at 
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the problems in Marion and craft a bylaw” that addresses 
those problems. 

The board closed the public hearing and voted to 
make no recommendation but will put the subject on its 
next agenda as a discussion item. 

A continued public hearing for the 48-unit, 
market-rate, housing project proposed at 78 Wareham 
Road was not attended by developer Matt Zuker. 

“Continuation is probably moot at this point,” 
said Guey-Lee, indicating he would reach out and 
referencing “some outstanding issues” and the possibility 
that Zuker may need to readvertise. At Guey-Lee’s 
recommendation, the board continued the public hearing 
beyond Town Meeting, settling on June 3 at 7:05 pm. 

Further discussion on the proposed Short-Term 
Rental Bylaw being tweaked by the board pushed the 
meeting to nearly three hours before it was adjourned. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, March 18, at 7:00 pm at the Police 
Station on Route 6. 
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Subdivision Proposal for Holly Woods 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

The March 4 meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board had one agenda item, an informal meeting to 
discuss a proposed, eight-lot subdivision off Holly Woods 
Road. The property owner is Collin Labrie, 7 Holly Woods 
Road, represented on this night by Chris Vandenberghe of 
Civil and Environmental Consultants. 

The primary plans call for a traditional clearing of 
lots and an extended driveway of 650 feet. Vandenberghe 
said waivers to be considered would be elimination of 
sidewalks with nothing more requested and acceptance of 
the extended driveway. 

Abutters were present and voiced their concern 
over the ruination of the natural woodlands and increased 
traffic flow from the 9-acre site. Things became a bit testy, 
but Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker assured them 
that Monday’s discussion was preliminary, that there are 
many steps yet to be walked before approval might occur 
and that notice of the future public hearing would be sent 
to all abutters via registered mail. 

Planning Board member Bill Westerberg 
suggested to the owner that he could develop the project 
in a manner that would make people proud. Westerberg is 
in favor of sidewalk(s), and said that vegetation including 
trees left in place for greenery, “... remove a minimum of 
trees for a better project.” Lot sizes are planned at 30,000 
square feet. 

Labrie was told he needed sign-off on the 
driveway by the Mattapoisett Police and Fire departments 
before submitting the definitive plans. 

Member John Mathieu asked the board to set 
aside time at subsequent meetings to discuss possible 
changes to the density requirements in the village district 
overlay. He said the board should consider extending 
the use of zero lot lines to allow for the development of 
condominiums for empty nesters. The members agreed to 
discuss the matter further. 

Also in attendance was Sandy Hering, chairman 
of the Mattapoisett Tree Committee, asking the board 
to invite the town administrator to a future meeting to 
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discuss a tree-removal hearing, removals anticipated by 
the village street roadway project. Tucker said he would 
reach out to Town Administrator Mike Lorenco. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, March 18, at 7:00 pm. 


Castles Get Castle in Order 
Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission voted 
Jonathan and Jill Castle an Amended Order of Conditions 
for their thrice-amended project at 406 Point Road. 

Representative Rick Charon described the project 
as “fits and starts,” noting the discovery of structural 
issues with the house resulting in a reinvention of the 
project to raze the house and rebuild. 

The final plan extends the level area at the rear 
of the house as part of a previously amended scope to 
raze and rebuild the remaining two-story portion of 
the original house and relocate and install a new septic 
system. 

Charon said that once it was determined the 
house would be a teardown and a new construction, the 
Board of Health rescinded a previously granted variance 
that would have allowed a repair job without replacement 
of a five-year-old Title 5 septic system. The Board of 
Health went back to its bylaw requiring a new system 
with denitrification technology. 

The new denitrification system, said Charon, 
will require two tanks and two filters as dictated by the 
number of bedrooms (five) in the new house. Charon said 
the 800 cubic yards of fill going into the property is, in his 
opinion, less detrimental than the old septic system. 

Vice Chairman Emil Assing, running the meeting 
in the absence of Chairman Jeff Doubrava, asked what 
would happen to the old septic system. Charon said the 
tank would be crushed and backfilled. 

In other business, a request for comment to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals regarding the case of Carlos and 
Jennifer Varum at 534D Point Road was quick to arrive at 
an agreement between Assing and Walsh that the case is 
jurisdictional to the Conservation Commission. 
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Walsh recalled a question as to the nature of a 
stream in the flood zone and a wetland to the north end of 
the lot. The commissioners are recommending a filing. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, March 13, at 
7:00 pm at the Police Station on Route 6. 


Large Garage to Re-Apply 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Rochester’s Zoning Board of Appeals on 
February 29 approved a request to withdraw without 
prejudice the variance application for the construction of a 
1,600-square-foot garage at 405 Neck Road, which would 
be larger than the 1,000 square feet allowed by town 
zoning bylaw. 

Acting Chairman Thomas Flynn said the 
applicant, Michael Walsh, needs to withdraw his current 
petition because he wishes to bring in a new application 
with two variance requests at a future date. 

The original application sparked alarm at the 
board’s January 25 meeting after members learned 
the new structure would be placed at the front of the 
property, which in itself violates the zoning bylaw. Yet this 
aspect of the plan was not on the application. 

On that date, Walsh explained he recently moved 
from a larger home in Lakeville and needs a four-bay 
garage for his vehicles, boat and other storage. Board 
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member Richard Cutler explained to Walsh that he might 
have problems selling the property in the future if the 
panel approved his plan as submitted on February 29. 

In other action, the board approved a FY25 
budget request of $1,000, which is no change from this 
fiscal year’s ZBA budget. “We should stick to our last 
budget amount,” board member Davis Sullivan said. 

Board administrator Andreia Lacerda reported 
she has received no petitions for the March 14 meeting. 
Therefore, the Zoning Board of Appeals will meet next 
on March 28 at 7:15 pm at Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, 
Rochester.

Skaters Stymied by Hanover

Down 2-0 on the scoreboard, the Old Rochester / 
Fairhaven coop hockey team got the pushback it was 
looking for entering the second period of Saturday’s 
MIAA Division 4 tournament game against Hanover. But 
an unlucky bounce and an untimely turnover conspired 
to undermine the Bulldogs’ effort in a season-ending 4-1 
defeat at the Hobomock Arena in Pembroke. 

“I think it took a little while for the kids to realize 
the speed of the game ... they dominated the first shift. 
The second and third lines had some trouble,” said ORR/ 
Fairhaven coach Zach Ledogar, whose team found its 
rhythm in the second period. 

Hanover senior Myles Joyce scored 8:20 into the 
game, and just 22 seconds later, Mehki Bryan made it 2-0 
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when Tucker Roy’s save on Bryan’s original shot caromed 
off the Hanover senior’s body and fell into the ORR/ 
Fairhaven net. 

Junior forward Caleb Bousquet got ORR/ 
Fairhaven on the board 5:09 into the second period when 
he stole the puck right off Hanover winger Christopher 
Doherty’s stick and flung a shot before goalie Thomas 
Perkins could reset. 

But Doherty made amends for his lapse, 
capitalizing on an ORR/ Fairhaven turnover and scoring 
with one minute left in the period to restore the Hawks’ 
two-goal lead. Although they still trailed by two, the 
second was a better period for the Bulldogs (13-9-1.) 

“We weren’t timid on the puck, we started 
outskating the other team and outshot them that period 
as well,” said Ledogar, whose team had advanced with a 
convincing 7-2 win over Cohasset on February 29 at Tabor 
Academy. 

Down 3-1 at second intermission thanks in part 
to Roy’s 34-save performance, the Bulldogs had a revived 
optimism heading into the third period. Only Henry 
Phillips scored just 12 seconds after the third-period 
faceoff to make it a 4-1 game. 

“It was really deflating at that point. ... They 
kept fighting right to the end,” said Ledogar, proud of his 
team. 

The Bulldogs’ best shift of the third period 
included sustained pressure in the Hanover zone, but 
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they had trouble getting pucks through to Perkins as three 
shots were blocked and two others missed their target. 

Towering Hanover sophomore Cole Hendrickson 
got caught up trying to joust with burly ORR/Fairhaven 
junior Justin Marques, who had sent multiple Hanover 
bodies flying upon impact. 

Bousquet and Connor Galligan had five points 
each in the win over Cohasset. 

While Hanover advanced to play third-seeded 
Norwell (17-5-1) in the quarterfinals, ORR / Fairhaven 
looks to next year. 

The young Bulldogs will lose their all-purpose 
defense pairing of Barrett Becotte and Austin Branco to 
graduation, along with forward Jack Finn, who skated 
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second and third-line wing. “He played hard, he’s fast 
and got to every loose puck, in every dirty area,” said 
Ledogar. 

Ledogar entered his fifth season behind the ORR/ 
Fairhaven with a goal that goes back to the day he was 
hired. 

“In five years, I wanted to compete for a 
championship with Old Rochester,” he said. While 
admitting Saturday night did not present the result that 
every team wants, he feels the Bulldogs have shown they 
can compete outside of the region and have turned the 
corner as a program. 

“Right from the start when we beat Dartmouth, 
we beat Stang, we were on a 4-0 run from the start. We 
had a couple downslopes, but we rallied back and beat all 
the teams we were supposed to beat,” he said. 

ORR/ Fairhaven was only ever over its head 
against Nantucket and Nauset, and that exposure to 
higher-pace hockey worked in the Bulldogs’ favor. “I 
didn’t want to schedule lower opponents, I wanted to 
schedule tougher opponents for the end of the season,” 
said Ledogar. 

Five years into the job, he becomes aware of 
opportunities to climb the coaching ladder but says, “I 
love coaching in the town I grew up in. ... This ... has 


been one of the favorite things in my life.”

Drive-Away Dolls. Starring Margaret Qualley and 
Geraldine Viswanathan. Directed by Ethan Coen. 
Running time: 84 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
playing in theaters; coming to home streaming March 
12. 

It’s probably too simplistic, and possibly 
wrong, but on the evidence of Ethan Coen’s solo debut 
feature Drive-Away Dolls, he’s the goofy one in the Coen 
partnership and his brother Joel (who directed The Tragedy 
of Macbeth a few years back) is the serious one. Drive-Away 
Dolls, which Ethan also co-wrote with his wife Tricia 
Cooke, is blessedly short (77 minutes less seven minutes 
of end credits) and full of sex, violence, and jokes. The 
jokes sometimes land and sometimes don’t, but overall 
it’s a pleasant enough trifle. Not everything the Coens are 
involved in, separately or together, has to be a cinematic 
game-changer. 

The dolls (the original title was Drive-Away 
Dykes) are buddies Jamie (Margaret Qualley) and Marian 
(Geraldine Viswanathan). They get a car from a drive- 
away service and head to Tallahassee, not knowing there’s 
something in the trunk. Violent men hired by a powerful 
figure are after this something, for reasons I should let the 
movie tell you. Jamie, a lascivious sort, and Marian, who 
brings a Henry James novel with her, are generally the 
kind of diametrically opposed friends you only meet in 
B-movies. But Coen never pretends this is anything but a 
B-movie. Full of psychedelic scene transitions that recall 
the knockout daydreams in The Big Lebowski, it’s informed 
by any number of exploitation flicks of the ‘70s, though I 
feel sure none of those had references to The Europeans. 

The movie is all over the place — its tone is the 
‘70s, but it’s set in 1999 for some reason, and sports some 
anachronisms like someone saying women can marry 
each other in Massachusetts (they couldn’t until 2004). 
A small dog is treated somewhat cavalierly (though not 
cruelly, thankfully), its only purpose being an excuse to 
get Jamie’s ex (Beanie Feldstein, funny as usual) on her 
trail. The terrific character actor Bill Camp scores every 
time as the drive-away manager Curlie, who’s sort of the 
comedic flip side of the elderly clerk who almost loses 
the coin toss in No Country for Old Men. As often happens 


in Coen movies, the desperate criminals are ruinously 
stupid, and their quarry is only innocent in comparison. 
Stars Pedro Pascal and Matt Damon drop in briefly, 
adding to the tapestry. 

It may also be simplistic to imagine that Coen 
came up with the knockabout male crime stuff while 
Tricia Cooke (who identifies as queer; she and Coen have 
an open marriage) handled the lesbian stuff. Certainly 
the scenes inside various lesbian bars (an endangered 
species these days) were informed by someone who’s 
been there. Apparently “basement parties” are or were 
a thing; Jamie and Marian find themselves at one such 
shindig hosted by a women’s soccer team, and are invited 
to another. The South in 1999, presumably, was a lava pool 
of activity for like-minded young women to pursue glory 
or humiliation. In this universe, men mostly exist to be 
laughable or menacing (Colman Domingo holds up the 
“menacing” portion as imposingly as he did in @Zola). 
This is the kind of movie where Beanie Feldstein comes to 
the rescue, gun blazing. 

Weirdly, of the two solo Coen efforts, I prefer 
Ethan’s sex-positive, consolateur-laden goof to Joel’s 
starkly artsy Shakespeare. (The two films couldn’t be 
less alike.) For one thing, it’s more fun, and fun is as rare 
nowadays as lesbian bars. The loosey-goosey Qualley 
and the stoically suffering Viswanathan are an engaging 
match; if their Jamie and Marian headlined a TV series I’d 
be there for it. If you don’t relish their company, you’ re 
only with them for slightly north of an hour, and there are 
other strange divertissements throughout, such as Miley 
Cyrus’ bit as a character named Tiffany Plastercaster, 
or a heavy who emphasizes people skills as a path to 
persuasion (with dialogue you can imagine hearing, 
slightly tweaked, in Miller’s Crossing), or the funniest 
front-page headline since Arrested Development's heyday. 
It’s silly and soft and bound for the cult-movie section, 
where it will find the following it lacks right now. 
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epitomize strength, durability, charm, and character, just 
as the trees lining our shady roads add to our vision of 
Mattapoisett as an old New England seaside town. 

I fear that the proposed tree removal will turn our 
lovely village into something resembling a supermarket 
parking lot.

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ministers, Reverends Arnold and Ruggles, both served 
for many conflict-free years while growing the size of the 
congregation to over 300 parishioners. 

Upon the death of Rev. Ruggles, a recently 
ordained Harvard graduate, Jonathan Moore became 
his successor. While he had preached at Brattle Street 
Church Boston prior to his ordination, this was his first 
official position. He came to the Rochester Center Church 
during the lead up to the Revolutionary War. When it 
became time for Rochester men to march off to war, he 
“shouldered his musket” and joined them as chaplain to 
one of the companies. 

The first of his ministerial years saw him 
providing “good services” to his congregation and 
during his tenure, his 
recordkeeping and other 
writing provided valuable 
information to the historic 
records. 

Unfortunately, he 
became a minister at a time 
of change in the church and 
society. A new doctrine, 
the half-way Covenant, 
caused some disagreement 
among parishioners and 
a perceived decline in 
religion blamed on the 
French influence from the 
war made congregational 
calm less easy to come by. 
However, in the case of 
Rev. Moore (most frequently referred to as Mr. Moore 
in Abraham Holmes memoirs), it was more likely his 
personality that led to conflicts. Holmes refers to him as 
an impudent man and an anonymous writer in 1815 said 
that Moore “was a man of constitutional fearlessness of 
heart. The face of men in any garb had no terror for him.” 
This meant he was happy to argue and disagree with just 
about anyone. As time passed, he was more and more 
involved in “disputes and lawsuits with his parish”. 

He openly feuded with Justice N. Ruggles. It is

obvious in some of Holmes accounts how much the two 
men disliked each other. When a prayer was proposed 

for an important meeting, “Ruggles said if there must be 
prayer, he hoped it would not be by Mr. Moore, for he had 
heard so much of his praying on Sundays that he could 
not bear to hear him on a weekday, for that man had done 
more hurt in Rochester than he ever did, or ever would, 
or ever could do good”. 

Not to be outdone when called upon to offer 
a prayer, Moore proceeded to offer a few opinions of 
Ruggles, referring to his “ depraved and wicket heart” 
and then led the group in prayer. 

In 1789-90, it became apparent that the Rochester 
Church’s enrollment was declining. This was blamed on 
Rev. Moore by a committee studying the situation. This 
“brot on a violent discussion in the meeting.” Things 
went from bad to worse and after many, many church and 
committee meetings, Moore was dismissed in 1792. For 
quite a while after this, he refused to accept his dismissal 
and held competing services in his home. He also sued 
for back salary that he felt was due him. The suit went to 
court and after a lengthy trial, the jurors decided against 
him even though the court felt that he was in the right. 

Even though he was removed from the roll of the 
church at that time, upon his death in 1814, he was taken 
back into the church. He is buried in the Rochester Center 
Cemetery beside his first wife.

BBAHFH Ramp Donation Program 

Buzzards Bay Area Habitat for Humanity 
(BBAHFH) is seeking metal wheelchair ramp donations 
for their recently introduced Ramp Donation Program. 
The ramps will be loaned to homeowners needing 
accessible access into their homes. When a family no 
longer requires the ramp, it will be picked up by BBAHFH 
and will be loaned to another family in need. The Ramp 
Donation Program will be helpful for those with existing 
accessibility issues, temporary injury, or checking out of 
rehabilitation facilities. 

Explains Executive Director Christine Lacourse, 
“Along with building homes that are affordable for low- 
income families along the SouthCoast, we also service the 
community by helping with other homeowners’ critical 
housing repair needs. By collecting and storing metal 
ramps, we will have an inventory available to be installed 
by our volunteers when needed by a local family. Ramps 
are surprisingly expensive, often needed on short notice, 
and frequently are needed only temporarily. Our ramp 
program can give homeowners the accessibility that is 
needed to keep their independence and remain in their 
homes.” 

According to Lacourse, “When we installed a 
ramp for one housebound woman this past year, she was 
so excited that she raced down the ramp in her wheelchair 
calling out, ‘I’m free. I’m free.’ Her first trip was to get an 
ice cream cone.” 

BBAHFH is currently both looking for ramps 
to add to their inventory and for applicants in need of a 
ramp. The organization collaborates with other nonprofits 
in the region including the Councils of Aging, Coastal

Neighbors Network, and the Association for Relief of 
Aged Women. 

In addition to providing ramps, BBAHFH’s 
Brush with Kindness program also helps low-income 
people with critical home exteriors such as painting, 
minor exterior repairs, wheelchair ramps, weatherization, 
and exterior clean-up, as well as other Aging-in-Place 
renovations. BBAHFH can often keep repair costs to a 
minimum due to discounted materials and volunteer 
labor and may even provide the family with a no-interest 
loan to cover the expenses. 

Since Habitat for Humanity is a 501(c)3 nonprofit 
organization, ramp donations are tax deductible per IRS 
code. In addition to tax deductions, donors benefit from 
the removal of unwanted ramps and can feel good about 
helping families in need of housing. 

BBAHFH was first established in 1996 and serves 
the nine communities of Acushnet, Dartmouth, Fairhaven, 
Marion, Mattapoisett, New Bedford, Rochester, Wareham 
and Westport.
